created so that the 1.5 million Afghan refugees could return to their homeland with 
honour and dignity; Afghanistan's statue as an Islamic and nonaligned state should 
be restored; and che people of Afghanistan should have « government of their own 
choice. 


Replying to 4 question on the solution of the Iran-Iraq conflict, the president 
said that some new proposale are being discussed at the current foreign 
conference at Taif, Saudi Arabia, and some will be discussed at 
Islamic summit. He said that all Muslia heads of state wanted 
conflict and he would request Iran to attend the summit as it would 
interests to do so. 


When asked if there vere any proposale for joint defence srrangements among the 
Telemic estates, he said “neither from us nor from any other country was there any 
such proposal,” nor had he diecussed it anywhere during hie visit.

Hummel, today reiterated hie government's commitment to support for Pakistan's 
security and national integrity, according to APP.

Institute of International Affaire, he eaid the United States had demonstrated 

@ recognition of the dangers posed to Pakistan's security and independence by 

the Soviet occupation of Afghanistan and the forced exodus of over a sillion Afghan 
refugees, and « willingness to cooperate in these areas. 


ie said that his government had also agreed to the rescheduling of some of Pakistan's 
debts, which would offer substantial relief to Pakistan's hard pressed foreign 


exchange reserves. 


Turning to regional problems, he said the Soviet aggression on Af, ‘stan was 

the pre-eminent concern of both the American and Pakistani peoples ‘the United 
States, like Pakistan, wanted to see political solution to the Afghen problem and 
supported efforte of the Islamic Conference and the United Nations to solve the 
issue. “We adhere to the steadfast stance which Pakistan has saintained with regard 
to the illegal Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, and the continued occupation of 

that country by 85,000 Soviet troops,” the asbassador said. 


He said the United States would velcome the appointment of a special representative 
of the United Nations secretary general to promote a4 solution in conformity with 
the General Asseably's resolution of 20 Nowember. Until the nearly 1.5 aillion 
Afghan refugees and several hundred thousand gore in Iran returned home, the 
United States would continue to assist Pakistan in caring for these refugees. 


The conflict between Iran and Iraq was another problem area where Pakistan and the 
United States had parallel views, Mr Hummel said. 


In this regard, he said it is hoped that the Islamic Conference and the nonaligned 
movement may be able to play 4 constructive role in bringing the two sides to the

In an interview with the Islamabad correspondent of the “ARAB NEWS," Saudi Arabia's 
largest English daily, the president who has just returned from a week-long tour 
of Gulf states said that the security of the Gulf navigation and the security of 
oil lanes was the exclusive responsibility of the Gulf etetes. He said that 
Pakistan had consistently supported the concept of Indian Ocean as a tone of peace, 
free of superpower rivalry. And thie aleo covered the Gulf security. 


He noted that the summit will consider an “Islamic action program” to shape up 
the efforts of the Islamic countries for securing a just solution of the Middle 
East question. 


President Zia, the current chairman of the Islamic Conference, told the paper he 
would apprise the summit of the efforte undertaken by the Islamic Conference 
under his leadership for restoring peace in the Gulf region and hoped the summit 
would make concrete and practical proposals to bring an end to the conflict. 


On the Middle East question, President Zia eaid that Islamic countries had been 
exerting individually as well as collectively at all international forum for the 
Palestinian right of self-determination, creation of an independent Palestinian 
state under the leadership of PLO and to secure Israeli withdrawal from occupied 
Palestinian lands including Jerusales. 


He said that the unity of the Islamic world could be a powerful factor to ensure 
that Muslia countries do not have to play in the hands of any superpower.

They reaffirmed the urgent need to find « durable solution to the Kampuchean 
conflict. 


In this regard, the press release adds, Prime Minister Suzuki reiterated that Japan 
would conttave to work closely with ASEAN for an early iaplementation of the United 
Rations decision to convene an international conference on Kampuchea. 


Prime Minister Suzuki stressed that the sovereignty and territorial integrity of 
Thailand gust be fully respected for the preservation of peace and stability in 
Southeast Asia, the presse release says. 


Prige Minieter Suruki, recognizing that Japan should play an active political and 
economic role commensurate with ite national strength, expressed his determination 
thet Japan, as 4 stable force in Asia, will continue to contribute to peace and 
prosperity in the region, the prese release notes. 


The two prise ainisters expressed their grave concern over the plight of the Kam- 
puchean people, particularly those who are already in Thai holding centres and along 
the Thai-Kamgpuchean border. they aleo emphasized that effective solutions to the 
humeniterian problem cannot be achieved without a just and lasting political 
settlement of the Kampuchean conflict, the press release says. 


Prime Minister Prem stressed the need for increased efforte on the part of third 
countries to resettle Indochinese refugees, including displaced Kampucheans, and 
expressed his appreciation for the continuing effort of the Japanese Government in 
thie regard, the press release notes. 

















Prime Minister Sucuki highly appreciated the conetructive role »layed by Thailand in 
atrengthening cooperation among the ASEAN countries, and the fact that ASEAN has 
become 4 positive stabilizing factor in the affaire of Southeast Asia, according to 
the prese release.

iran's political and religious leaders repeatedly issued s.atemente warning the 
Soviet Union not to take action against Iran by taking advantage of the crisis 
between iran and the United States and explicitly etated that Iran's “moet urgent 
threat came from the Soviet Union.” 


On 12 September 1980, Khomeyni put forth the four conditions for the release of 
the hostages. These conditions later became the basis for the resolution on the 
hostage iseue adopted by the Iranian Parliament. These conditions included: the 
U.S. guarantee of noninterference in Iran's affairs both politically and militarily; 
the revocation of the decision on freesing Iran's assets; the cancellation of all 
cS ee Ga Gone Iran; and the return of the property of the former 

i. 


The U.S. State Department promptly made 4 positive response to Khomeyni's remarks 
and expressed wishes to discuss the hostege iseue with the Iranian Govern ant. 

In mid-October, U.S. Secretary of State Muskie expressed that if there should be 
any progress on the issue of the release of the hostages, the United States would 
study measures for lifting the embargo against iran and unfreezing the aseete. 

He continued to say that the United States was against the disintegration of Iran. 
U.S. President Carter aleo told the reportere that the United States hoped that 
there would emerge 4 peaceful, unified and powerful Iran and that the relationship 
between the two countries would be improved after the release of the hostages. 


The matter took 4 turn for the better when both Iran and the United States expressed 
wishes to urgentiy solwe the hostage isewe. The Iranian Parliament resumed 
debate on the hostage issue when the war between iren and Iraq started. On 

2 Wovember 1980, the parliament adopted by an overwhelming majority the four 
conditions for releasing the hostages. Thereafter, the Iranian Govermment decided 
to set up 4 especial team to handle the hostage iesue and asked the 
Government, which was taking care of Iranian interests in the United States, to act 
a6 mediator in the talke between Iran and the United States. 





Then, the Iranian and U.S. governments increased their secret contacts, with 
Algeria acting ae the intermediary. It was not without some difficulty and after 
many talke among the three sides that the final agreement was reached. 


On the eve of the transition of the presidency of the Uni.ed States, Iran and the 
United States finally reached an agreement, indicating that the two countries 
hed found some common ground. After hie election, Reagen stressed that he would 
reestablish “a bipartisan basis for U.S. foreign policy and establish « global 
strategy with ite eaphasie on resisting the Soviet Union.” He wanted Iran to 
immediately release the U.S. hostages and remarked that the I 

should not weit for hie inauguration to resume talke on solwing the iseuwe. As 
far as iran wae concerned, jwet ae Raja's remarked not long ago, the 
Government bed epent 411 ite time and energy on the hostage ieeue and it would 
have been « “waste of time” to resume talke on this prolonged iseue after Reagan 








took over, Furthermore, Iran had euffered from an increasing shortage of ite 
f 


oreign reserve since the Iranian-U.5. relationship worsened, particularly 
after the war between Iran and iraq began, (According to the official announcement 
alone, iren's foreign exchange reserve could only lest 6 moathe from December 1980.) 
There wae no doubt that Iran would bemefit greatly if the deadlock in the relation= 
ship between Iran and the United States d be broken ae soon a6 possible, 


The solution of the U.S. hostage problem will certainly have « significant influence 
on the situation both in the Persian Gulf area and in the world. After the deadlock 
in the Iranian-U.5. relations wae resolved, it still remained to be seen how auch

POLISH GOVERNMENT OPPOSES RURAL ‘SOLIDARITY’ UNION

{Text} Warsaw, 15 Jan (XINHUA)--A epokeeman for the Polish Government was authorized 
on 15 January to issue a statement, once again raising an objection to the existence 
of an independent and self-governing “Solidarity” peasants union. 


The statement says: Individual peasants have the right to establish self-management 
production organizations in the nature of cooperative associations. Organizations 
capable of playing such a role have already been established in the rural areas. 
Under present circumstances, the “Solidarity” union of peasants formed last year 
“will not be able to really solve the essential problems of agriculture." 


Commenting on the question concerning the “Solidarity” peasants union, Firet 
Secretary Kania of the Central Committee of the Polish United Workers’ Party 
pointed out on 10 January that there are many people in this peasants union “who 
support antisocialist and counterrevolutionary efforts." He said that “political 
¢ weition factions with antisocialist characteristics have no place in Poland." 
He also made it clear that the Polish party resolutely opposed the idea of forming 
@ political opposition faction in the rural areas. 


The independent and self-governing “Solidarity” peasants union was formed on 

? September 1980. The first congress of the “Solidarity” peasants union was held 
in Warsaw on 14 December 1980. The congress submitted a five-point demand to the 
government--ensuring the individual ownership of land as well as the freedom to 
buy and sell land; allocating loans to individual peasants; providing “equal 
treatment” for the individual agricultural economy and the state-run agricultural 
economy; practicing rural autonomy; and establishing new churches and granting 
the freedom to carry out religious work in the schools. 


The "Solidarity" peasants wion is supported by the leading personnel of the 
"Solidarity" uwions.

POLISH LABOR RELATLONS AGAIN STRAINED

{Text} Warsaw, 16 Jan (XINHUA)--Relations between the Polish Government and the 
coumtry's independent trade union (Solidarity) have again become strained over the 
disputed demand for a five-day work week with all Saturdays off. 


Since the end of last year, the Golidarity thion has raised the demand for universal 
introduction of a five-day work week with no extension of the workday and no reduc- 
tion in pay from January first this year. 


The Polish Government amaintains that the demand, if get, would cost the nation a 
12 per cent drop in national output. 


Ignoring the government plea, the national coordinating commission of the Solidarity 
Union in a resolution adopted on January 7 insisted a strict five-day work week and 
called on ite geabership not to show up for work on Saturday (January 10). 


On January 8, the Polish Ministry of Labour and Social Affaire announced that ab- 
sence from work on Saturday would be considered unjustified and the absentees would 
mot be paid for the day and would lose their right to bonuses and 4 13th gonth pay.

Explaining impracticability of a five-day work week at present, Premier J. Pinkowski 
said in a speech on January 12 that the country’s gross industrial output dropped 
5 cent last year while wages went up by 12.6 per cent as compared with 1979.

Individual 
consumption fell by 7 percent, the worst ever in the past 20 years. 


Thus, the Begin government has been sinking fast as it flounders through one 
political store to another, aarked by the resignation of Poreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan —— by Defense Minister Eszer Weismann aad finally Finance Minister 
Yigal ts. 


The crisis now racking the Begin government serves as one more reminder of the truth 
that whoever tries to go against the tide of history will eventually succumb to it. 
In the Middle East, the tide is headed for a just settlement of the Palestine issue, 
the crux of the Arab-leraeli conflict. Anyone who wants to resis: this historical 


development will come to no good end.

Whatever commentaries they carried focused on the legal 
aspects of the indictment, without dwelling on ite political significance. Opin- 
ions were expressed as to the event itself, but no effort was aade to explore 
beneath the surface.

The Chinese Communists have 4 standard phrase to deseribe thie situation: "When the 
higher-upe want something, the lower echelons made it up." So when the higher~ups 
wanted Liu Shaoqi disgraced, the lower echelons made up evidence to prove that Liu 
wae 4 traitor, 4 renegade, and 4 scab. When the higher@-upe wanted tu Feng con= 
demned, the lower echelons turned up evidence linking Hu to counterrevolutionary 
ctimes. When the higher-ups wanted Zhou fnlai out, the lower echelons hastened to 
put on a farce of criticizing the “modern-day Confucianiet,” criticizing the “prime 
minister,” and criticizing the “Duke of Chou,” and when the higher-upe wanted Deng 
Kiaoping disposed of, the lower echelons produced proof that Deng was the lare Nagy 
of China and that he was the “mastermind behind the Tienanmen incident.” 





The phrase “when the higher-ups want something, the lower echelons make it up” does 
mot tell the whole story. More often when the bh r-ups want something, “they 
direct and force the lower echelons to make it up” or “they direct and force the 
masses to make it up.” 


The campaigns against overt rightists, againet Lushan rightist revisionists, against 
Liu Shaoqi, and against Deng Kiaoping were initiated, held on course, and brought to 
@ finish by Mao Zedong himself. The truth is now established that the charges 
against all the victims of these campaigne were either wrong or false. Let us sup- 
pose that at some future date the ultraleftist philosophy should come back to Life 
and the followers of Lin Biao and Jiang Ching should regain power, then the evi- 
dence that exoners.ed those who previously were wrongly accused and the evidence 
that established the guilt of Lin Biao and Jiang Ching would be rejected completely, 
or even reversed completely. So you see that evidence can be manufactured one way 
or another to serve political objectives. 


The question is whether the evidence against Lin Biao and Jiang Ching can be made 
to serve political objectives. This question touches ideological, legal, and emo- 
tional nerves. From the viewpoint of the ultraleftists, the “persecution of party 
and state leaders, the attempt to overthrow the dictatorship of the proletariat, 

and the persecution and oppression of the broad masses of cadres and people” by 

Lin Biao and Jiang Ching (particularly Jiang Ching) did not constitute a crime at 
all, since all such acte had the blessing or the legitimate supreme leader. Aji) 
such acte would be legal and very revolutionary. But from the viewpoint of the 
powerholders in China today, who are antagonists of Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” 
Lin Biao and Jiang Ching have committed crimes of the worst kind. Then, from the 
viewpoint of the common people, the persecution of party and state leaders was 
@erely one fore of power struggle within the party and has no criminological impli- 
cations. The attempt to overthrow the dictatorship of the proletariat is also non- 
sense (the dictatorship of the proletariat today is far less powerful than it was in 
the days of Mao Zedong, Lin Biao, and Jiang Ching). The oppression of the broad 
@asses of cadres and people is, of course, 4 towering crime. Lin Biao and Jiang 
Ching deserve the death sentence even if they had put to death only one member of 
the “broad masses.” 


From the legal viewpoint, the case against Lin Biao and Jiang Ching is based partly 
on facts and partly on fiction. Take the case against Lin Biao. When the case was 
announced to the people of mainland China, “a super-closed society,” the reaction 
was one of incomprehension, even suspicion, that Lin Biao had ever made an attempt 
on Mao's life and that the plane carrying Lin Biao and hie party in their flight 
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from the country had run out of gas and crashed at Undur Khan, killing a1] ite pas- 
sengere. tt is possible that Lin's case ie one of “when the higher-upse want some- 
thing, the lower echelons make it up." The firet and second charges out of a total 
of four against Lin Biao were that he cut off communications between Mao Zedong and 
Jiang Ching. These charges seemed to put the principal suepect under protection 

and to put all the blame on his accomplice. These charges were no doubt trumped up. 
And to charge the accomplice with the crimes committed by the principal aleo amounted 


to a falee accusation. 


Ae to the question whether Lin Biao and Jiang Ching should be tried and whether they 
should be severely punished, the people would say, if their feelings were given 
voice, that they should have been tried earlier and that they deserve death. They 
would say that, although Lin Biao and Jiang Ching were acting according to Mao's 
whims, they committed crimes voluntarily and with malice. In this sense, they 
deserve no leniency. The people will not question whether there really is « case 
against Lin Biao and Jiang Ching. They will be happy to see Lin Biao, Jiang Ching, 
and their ilk duly punished by law. Perhaps it is not entirely fair to try Jiang 
Ching and her gang, who were merely accomplices, as if they were the principals. 

But otherwise, there is no question that they are guilty. 


Principal Criminal Pardoned; Accomplices Punished 


During the land reform period, the Chinese Communists had one rule of thumb: “Let 
the principale go, but punish their accomplices.” The trial of Lin Biao, Jiang 
Ching, and their gang hae seemed to follow the same rule. 


The ironclad fact remains that Lin Biao, Jiang Ching, and their ilk, handpicked 

and groomed by Mao Zedong himself, acted with Mao's authorization. If Mao Zedong 
had not practiced a one-man dictatorship, and if he had not acted in such 4 totally 
irresponsible way, the Cultural Revolution would not have broken out and Lin Biao 
and Jiang Ching would not have reached such 4 powerful position as to do so much 
hare to the nation. We will not elaborate on this point, as it has already received 
4 gteat deal of attention, and it is a point on which there is general agreement. 


We ate aware that to put Mao Zedong on trial would be unthinkable for the present. 
While there are some people in the Chinese Communist Party urging unreserved 
criticiem of Mao Zedong, they are no match for the powerful group defending Mao 
Zedong (and at the same time defending their own private interests). We are al- 
ready quite gratified to see Jiang Ching put on trial as 4 means of indirect 
criticiem of Mao Zedong. While public opinion and history have yet to hand down 
their verdict on Mao Zedong, we have already made up our minds that Mao Zedong is 
the principal guilty party. 


Tienanmen Incident Reserved for Later Use Against Hua Guofeng 


The indictment prepared by the Special Prosecutors Office of the Supreme People's 
Procurate listed the following major offenses of the accused: framing Liu Shaoqgi, 
framing Zhou Enlai and Deng Xiaoping, framing Zhu De, fabricating the story of a 
Chinese (Marxist-Leninist) Communist Party, helping Kang Sheng draw up 4 blacklist, 
@urder at Kangping Road in Shanghai, ransacking the homes of Zhao Tan and others, 
being involved in the epy ring of the “You Kuetao [3266 7185 3447] Group,” being 











involved in Lin Biao's conspiracy, and organieing 4 revolt in Shanghai. We are 
astonished to find the glaring omission of the Tienanmen incident from the indict= 
@ent; thie was an incident that shocked the world and was to have 4 far-reaching 
impact on subsequent events. Did Lin Biao, Jiang Ching, and their gang have nothing 
to do with this incident? Are they to be relieved of the responsibility for the 
blood debt of the Tienanmen incident’ Rumor hae it that 80,000 revolutionary people 
were shot in Tienanmen Square and that it took 3 daye and 3} nights to clean up the 
bloodstains. The indictment said a total of 14,000 people died at the hande of the 
accused. This figure obviously does not include the deaths in the Tienanmen Square. 


Why waen't the “Tienanmen incident” included ae an evidence againet Jiang Ching and 
the “gang of four?" 


it ie unlikely that the prosecutors simply forgot thie incident. It is equally 
unlikely that they wanted to save the face of Mao Zedong. Everywhere elee in their 
indictment they had already tarnished Mao's image. The only possible explanation 
ie that Jiang Ching was not the principal culprit in the incident. At the time the 
“Tienanmen incident” took place, the senile Mao was too old to do much of anything. 
So Mao should not be held responsible for that incident. It is the man who handled 
the incident who should be held responsible. Who is he, then’? The only likely 
candidate is Hua Guofeng, who at the time was a vice chairman of the CCP, a vice 
premier, and concurrently the minister for public security. Available material 
showing what he did and the position he was in at the time of the incident leaves 
no doubt that Hua was responsible for the massacre in Tienanmen Square. By now the 
CCP Central Committee has reversed its previous condemnation of the incident and 
considers it a manifestation of revolutionary zest. More important, the incident 
was 4 major political milestone in the govement to topple Jiang Ching and restore 
Deng Xiaoping, leading to 4 bloody suppression of the revolutionary people by the 
counterrevolutionaries. There is no reason for the CCP Central Committee not to 
make a full investigation. The people ail agree that the “Tienanmen incident” was 
one, possible the gravest, of the incidents in which the "gang of four” had a crimi- 
nal hand. Now the indictment does not even mention this earth-shaking incident, as 
if the “gang of four” had nothing to do with it. There gust be something more than 
@eets the eye. There can be only two logical explanations. The first explanation 
ie that some people are protecting Hua Guofeng. Like the defenders of Mao Zedong, 
these people are trying to suppress the discriminating evidence for as long as they 
can. These people may include Hua Guofeng himself, his close associates, and those 
leaders who want party unity gore than anything else. These people are convinced 
that while Hue Guofeng is still party chairman, and that before the necessary ideo- 
logical and organizational preparations are made, premature disclosure of discrimi- 
mating evidence against Hua Guofeng would foul things up. The second explanation 
ie that, as Chen Yi once said: “There is a time to reward good deeds. There is a 
time to punish bad deeds. The reckoning will take place when the right time comes.” 
The fate of Wang Dongxing is 4 case in point. He was given the most credit for 
arresting the “gang of four.” Then the time of reckoning came and he was punished. 
Perhaps Hua Guofeng is on his way to the reckoning. One thing has come to our 
attention. Whenever CCP officials have spoken publicly, they have gone to great 
lengths to prove that Mao Zedong had nothing to do with Jiang Ching. But there has 
been no propaganda effort either to dissociate Wang Dongxing from Jiang Ching or to 
link him to her. The indictment against the “gang of four” also makes no mention 
of Wang's association with Jiang. Another matter has come to our attention. There 
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has been no effort to defend Hua Guofeng either by describing Hue a8 an opponent of 
Jiang Ching or by disassociating him from her. 


Of course, all thie is pure conjecture on our part. Only time will tell what is 
really happening. in any case, the glaring omission of the bloody “Tienanmen 
incident” in the indictment against Jiang Ching ie very unusual and totriguing. 
Let us watch for further developments. 


Jiang Ching’s Sentence Should Be Reduced 


In foreign countries, 4 criminal can be sentenced to 200 years in prison. This may 
sound ridiculous in a legal sense, but emotionally it is one way of venting one's 
wrath. In this context, this writer suggests that Jiang Ching be sentenced to 
execution before a firing squad for 9,000 times and to 9,000 years in prison. Why 
not 10,000 times and 10,000 years’? That distinction should be reserved for her lover 
Mao Zedong. Jiang Ching, whom Mao Zedong referred to as "My Beloved Comrade Jiang 
Ching” when she was riding high, had no love for the people. Now that she is strip- 
ped of all power, she is being referred to as a witch and a female monster, in the 
Chinese tradition of giving all political losers bad names. Foreign wire services 
have reported that Jiang Ching was very rude and uncooperative in court. She 
claimed that she was like a dog of Mao Zedong. She would bite when the master 
wanted her to. She used the Chinese phrase “Before one beats a dog, one gust con- 
sider her master's reaction.” This writer sees some “endearing quality” in Jiang 
Ching from her court behavior. First of all, her statement that “she acted on 
orders from Chairman Mao” was completely credible. She “told it as it is." She 
did not buckle under the pressure brought to bear on her by the prosecution. She 
did not change her story to please the court. Her spirit is very rare among CCP 
members. Even a man credited with strong willpower like General Peng Da buckled 
under the pressure of the Lushan meeting, wrote a self-criticiem, and admitted to 
Mao Zedong that he was wrong. Even Vice Chairman Deng wrote self-criticism. Yet 
Jiang Ching alone stuck to her story when faced with the death penalty and refused 
to say anything in exchange for a lighter sentence. Shouldn't we say that Jiang 
Ching possesses certain likable qualities (supposing the report of the foreign wire 
services is correct)? 


For this reason, we suggest that Jiang Ching’s sentence be reduced to 8,999 years 
in prison and 8,999 times before a firing squad. 


All Men Are Not Yet Equal Before the Law 


People complain that it is unfair to try Jiang Ching and let Mao Zedong escape 
judgment. They have a right to make a complaint like (sat, but then they may be 
jumping the gun a little. At present, it is still impractical to put Mao Zedong, 
Hua Guofeng, Jiang Ching, and Chen Boda on the same footing before the law as com- 
mon criminals. The indictment against Jiang Ching set “party and state leaders” 
and “cadres” apart from the “masses.” It also made it clear that the persecution 
of leading cadres and cadres is a far more serious offense than the persecution of 
the common people. Here a double standard is obviously applied. When cadres 
(especially high-ranking cadres) commit a crime, a different treatment is called 
for than if common people commit a crime. 

















The trial of Lin Biao and Jiang Ching does fall far short of the judicial standards 
in democratic countries and of our own personal expectations. Judging by Chinese 
Communist etandarde, however, it ie already quite 4 proud @ilestone. It already 
serves the purpose of “criticizing Mao Zedong by name," ae demanded by most people. 
While the trial was in progress, didn't Deng Xiaoping tell Yugoslav visitors that 

it was hard to dissociate Mao Zedong from Jiang Ching’? Thie amounted to a public 
announcement once again that the Cultural Revolution was one of Mao 7edong's gravest 
mistakes. If we can cast aside our personal prejudices and accept the realities as 
they are, we will have to admit that in the past 2 years the Chinese Communists have 
made political, economic, theoretical, and educational reforma that conform, or 
relatively conform, to the aspirations and interesta of the broad masses of people. 
While the trial of Lin Biao and Jiang Ching has been jeered at as a farce or as 4 
mockery of democracy and judicial independence, it is still an indication of the 
political, ideological, and judicial progress being made in mainland China. Though 
the trial of Lin Biao and Jiang Ching still leaves guch to be desired, we still give 
it our sincere endorsement. 


Trial of Lin and Jiang Marks Beginning of Judgment by History 


Now the people lying within Mao Zedong's protective shell, such as Jiang Ching and 
her gang, have been dragged into court. And Mao Zedong himself has been driven out 
of his temple. Some people believe that the trial of Lin Biao and Jiang Ching will 
put an end, once and for all, to the ultraleftiet line. This writer ie of the 
opinion that the physical court trial is merely the beginning of a process of judge- 
ment by history. If the top brass in Beijing were to declare, after the closing of 
the trial, that “our revolution has now triumphed and all our comrades can now 
relax,” the trial would not have served ite purpose. As it is, vltraleftiet ideas 
are still very guch alive in mainland China. The remaining pernicious influence of 
feudaliem and fascism cannot be cleared away without a prolonged, arduous struggle. 
Any thought that things will be all right after the trial will easily encourage the 
revival of the ultraleftist philosophy. 


While criminal cases can be tried in a court of law, the political issues, ideologi- 
cal issues, and issues of the political line gust be tried before public opinion. 

We all know that Mao Zedong was the father of the ultraleftiet line in the Chinese 
Communist Party, the root of all miscarriages of justice, and the manufacturer of 
all the political and economic disasters over the years. In short, Mao Zedong was 
the archcriminal responsible for all the crimes that have occurred since the found- 
ing of the PRC, and especially since the year 1957. it is necessary to analyze and 
criticize Mao Zedong for all his wrongdoings, one by one. The probes should go ever 
deeper, so that the analysis and criticism of individual cases will converge into an 
overall evaluation. We are quite certain that a movement to criticize Mao Zedong is 
already gathering force, and that reforms in various fields are going on apace in 
mainland China. The people there are breaking away from the ultraleftist philosophy 
of Mao Zedong and Jiang Ching. Obviously the powerholders in the Chinese Communist 
Party do not want to--and dare not--act against the will of the people or deviate 
from the mainstream of history. We see that the reform movement is gaining the 
upper hand in the Chinese Communist Party. The aspiration for people's democracy 

is gaining the upper hand. While the possibility of a comeback by the followers of 
the “gang of four" still exists, the possibility of a revival of the ultraleftist 
philosophy will diminish further with each passing day. 
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It must be pointed out that the mainetreams in the party and among the people do 
run along different courses to reach different destinations. However, for the pres- 
ent and for the long-term future, there is no reason why the two mainstreams cannot 
converge on common ground for the benefit of all concerned. At the present stage, 
the people and the government can work hand in hand to reach certain common goale, 
allowing for some minor differences. For example, the party and the people want 
different things from the trial of the “gang of four.” Yet they all want the trial. 
Similarly, the party and the people may have different reasons for criticizing Mao 
Zedong and may disagree on whether to go halfway or all the way in such criticienm, 
but they still can agree on what ie to be criticized. As long as the two can work 
together closely for sustained periods, as long as the people can exert ever-stronger 
influences on the party, and as long as the party is willing to make more and more 
concessions to the people, China can have a bright or a relatively bright future. 


Our guarded optimiam is based both on the events that are unfolding and on certain 
encouraging signe that can be detected at present. We see the possibility of Hua 
Guofeng being removed from his position by the Chinese Communists and subjected to 
appropriate criticiem. We also see the possibility of a party reorganization (a 
purge, to be exact), during which the followers of the “gang of four" and anti- 
reform conservatives will be driven out of the party. We see a long, tortuous, 
frustrating and setback-laden road ahead for the Chinese Communists, but the future 
can still be bright.

INDISCRIMINATE SELECTION OF CADRES CRITICIZED

indiscriminate” | 


(Text}] (Bditer’s note: The author's ideas are worthy of being 
taken seriously, for the selection of cadres is 4 gatter whose 
effect, politically, on the success or failure of the four aodern- 
igations and on the future of the party and of our country is 
bound to be very serious; we definitely cannot take an oversimpli- 
fied attitude towards thie probles. The substance of the article 
ie that we definitely gust emash the system of dividing people up 
into blocks on the basic of their age, and we gust definitely be 
steadfast in the principle that cadres gust possess both political 
integrity and ability. What is @eant by political integrity, is 
mainly maintaining 4 socialist ps » and the leadership of the 
party, and resolutely carrying owt the party's line and, on this 
basis, cadres should be younger, sore knowledgeable, and more pro- 
fessional. Dividing people into blocks on the basis of age and 
other indiscriminate gethods are not appropriate to the Central 
Committee's policies.) 





The problem of how to positively and securely reform abuses in the cadre system is 
an important matter that concerns the entire party. The Central Committee's pro- 
posing that leading bodies should be younger, better educated, and more professional 
is doubtless a correct guiding principle. In iagplementing thie guiding principle, 
however, it is necessary to proceed from the bas‘« of reality, one must strictly 
avoid being metaphysical, and one cannot be indiecrimic.*e. At present, in the 
course of implementing this policy, in 4 qumber of areas aetaphysical concepts 

have already revealed themselves, and this is worthy of our attention. 


One is the system of dividing people into blocks on the basis of age. in some areas 
there is 4 regulation that in the selection of section-level cadres, the only lisi- 
tation is that the person gust be around 3) yeare of age, and in the selection of 
department level cadres the only limitation is that the person aust be around 40. 
Other areas allow 4 somewhat wider range: section-level cadres may be a6 old as 

35, and department-level cadres as old as 42. Ase for those who have passed 50, 
regardiess of whether they possess both political integrity and ability, they are 








not even on the folie of those being selected (rom, and even those already employed 
gust also “yield to those more able." To propose a definite age requirement in the 
selection of cadres causes those outstanding young and capable cadres to become more 
determined to become proficient, Wich ie very necessary, but it is definitely some- 
thing that can be carried to extremes. 


Firet of ali, with thie method it is easy to bury people's talent. At present, the 
majority of people around 50 yeare of age participated in the revolution before and 
after the founding of the nation, and have over 30 yeare of work experience; their 
ideology ie almost completely formed; they are precisely people who “at 50, know 
the will of heaven,” at 4 time when they have accomplished something and know what 
they are capable of accomplishing. To cast away and not use this age group would 
be 4 great loss to the enterprise of the party. Secondly, it can easily dampen 
cadres’ enthusiass. There is a long 10 yeare between 50 and 60, amply correspond- 
ing to the period of the Sino-Japanese War or that of the two ware of liberation; 
in economic construction, one could complete two five-year plane in that time, and 
quite 4 lot could be accomplished in 10 years. If, as soon a6 one approached 90, 
one were considered to be a “surplus cadre,” then thie would sap the epirit of 
struggle of that age group, constituting an incalculable loss to the enterprise of 
the party and the building of the four godernizations. Thirdly, it is easy to go 
from the extreme of the theory of the unique importance of qualifications and back- 
ground to 4 theory of the unique importance of age. The 10 years of disaster have 
caused our generation of young people to lose the education they should have had. 
At present, the group of people roughly between the ages of 30 and 40 are exactly 
the age to have been Red Guards during the 10 disastrous years. The majority of 
them never learned anything @uch in echool, or learned to do very auch in a fac- 
tory, and received a lot of the poisonous influence of Lin Biao and the “gang of 
four.” Many people have neither perceptual nor rational knowledge of what the party 
is ot what party principles or party cultivation are. There are some people who are 
lacking in party character, are heavy with the stink of the gang ‘of four), have 
learned nothing and have no abilities, and yet eit there and wait to “take their 
turn.” As @ result of this system of dividing people into blocks strictly on the 
basis of age, in some places, departments and unite 4.1 kinds of anti-organizational 
movements have occurred, so that people cannot but be concerned about the possibil- 
ity of “future troubles.” (Editor's note: This kind of worry was not unreasonable, 
because to this day there are still some areas and departments that have not been 
reorganized properly, where some “gang of four” clique elements can, in the name 

of advancing @iddie-aged and young °*4re:, advance their own corrupt party prac- 
tices. And getaphysical, indiscriminate gethods precisely open the door of con- 
venience for these seekers of advantage. This is worthy of attention.) Fourthly, 
it is not advantageous for old cadres’ passing on their experience and setting an 
example for those vho come after. Old cadres are the precious legacy of the party, 
and ve gust rely on them doing 4 good job of passing on their experience. However, 
if we consider those who have passed 50 as “surplus cadres,” then some people will 
feel a head shorter than everyone elee, will be so dejected as not to be able to 
straighten up their backs, and will speak without agaking any sound; be. can there 
still be any question of them doing 4 good job of passing on their . perience’ 


Secondly, we cannot work out measures to suit individual people. When 4 person 
works to the best of his ability, he is put to use--thise principle is an important 
motive force for cadres to advance themselves. This is true both of old cadres and 
new cadres. Among old cadres, there are surely some vhose determination has 
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weakened of whose energy hae failed, ana there afte alee some who have been infected 
by the bad practices of the 10 yeare of disaster and yet don't want to improve, 
thinking only to have enough to eat for the best of their days, and not wanting te 
exert themselves, However, the overwhelming sajority of old cadres ate good, oF 
comparatively good. Particularly after ‘ve smashing of the “gang of four,” their 
intelligence, wiedom and revolutionary enthusiasm that was suppressed ie just now 
flaring up again, and the question of motivation for these cadres should be etudied, 
We @ust distinguish more clearly between people around 50 who are rich both in years 
and ability, and those who are old in years but weak in health; distinguish sore 
Clearly between those in good health who can keep up with normal work, and weak, 
sickly people whose energy is failing; distinguish more clearly between people whose 
@inds are clear and responsive, and those whose intellect is failing and whose think- 
ing hae ossified; distinguish more clearly between those willing to bury their heads 
in hard work and whose hearts are devoted to the enterprise, and those who merely 
wish to have enough to eat for the rest of their daye and do sot want to apply thea- 
selves to anything; and distinguish clearly between thoee who have real talent and 
knowledge and are able to do real work, and those who have no real talent or knowl- 
edge and cannot do anything. in short, concrete situations require conerete analy~- 
sis; distinctions must be made, for if distinctions are not made there cannot be any 
correct policy. As for young cadres, since one gust look at the actual situation 
that during the 10 years of disaster the majority of them failed to receive the 
traditional party education and moral education that they should have had, one should 
also look at the positive factors that @any of them have been tempered through severe 
tempests and storms, and have great promise and potential for self-advancement. in 
fact, at present large numbers of widdle-aged and young cadres already form the eain- 
stay of every battle Line, and in every graduating clase of the universities, among 
the ranks of yough engaged in arduous self-study, and among educated youth who go 
off to work in femote areas there are agany excellent talents. At the same time, in 
the gajority of cases, with respect to their ideology and integrity, knowledge of 
their profession, and ability, there really existe the problem of their aeeding a 
bit more education (of course, old cadres also have this problem, only the circum 
stances and the degree are different) and, for thie reason, towards this group of 
people one guest also maintain an analytical attitude. We @ust distinguish more 
clearly between principled, disciplined people with party spirit and those who 
engage in factionaliem and rely on their connections with the influential; distin- 
guish gore clearly between those who are brave in peteevering in principles and are 
not afraid of being attacked or being “isolated”, and those who, without principle, 
derive advantage from both sides and try to please the public with clapr rap; 
distinguish more clearly between those who sre assiduous in doing hard work and 
putting their nose to the grindstone and have {heir heart in the enterprise, and 
those who have no determination to accomplie) acwthing and are just interested in 
muddling by and waiting to “take their turn;” and diet’. quieh clearly between those 
who have real talent and knowledge, place importance on reality and on real results, 
and have real ability, and those who enjoy 4 name or title but are not engaged in 
accomplishing anything, and whe have a sharp voice but nothing to back it up. In 
short, distinctions gust be made, and not sweeping generalizations. Since we can- 
not consider age a6 our only “capital,” we also cannot agake age out to be our only 
“gillstone.” We must take special care to make sure that 4 person has both politi- 
cal integrity and ability, and gaze sure that he has real ability and knowledge, 

and only this will be an attitude of seeking truth from facts. 








Third, there exiate 4 setaphysical attitude regarding people's vunderetanding of the 
notion of cadres’ becoming “wore educated.” The kind of knowledge that we need is 
the kind of real talent and knowledge, and actual ability, that will sccomplieh the 
four godernisations., Thies te the core idea behind the notion of cadres being “more 
educated,” and if one departs from thie central notion then their being ®ere edu- 
cated of not would not have any meaning, Nowadays ae soon ae one brings up this 
idea of cadres being gore educated, peuple have a tendemy to place importance only 
on diplomas and technical tities, and to overlook real talent and knowledge, and 
actual ability. Placing importance on diplomas and techiical tities is a necessary 
thing in order to prevent people's talent from being buried, but one cannot, because 
of thes, overlook real talent and knowledge, and actual ability. in the more than 
WO years since the founding of the nation, out party has trained 4 large number of 
eadres who have epecialized knowledge and actual ability, such a6 shop ganagers, 
factory foremen, bankers, economic cadres, managerial cadres, political work section 
cadres, etc., and the great aajority of thee firet of 411 have no diploma and second- 
ly have no technical title and, goreover, in some lines hereafter it will be diffi- 
cult for people to have technical job titles. However, « large number of them cer- 
tainly have professional! knowledge and actua! ability and are definitely not 
inferior to, and in some cases in every way the equal of, university graduates in 
the same field. These cadres are experte and old hands engaged in real things, and 
one should acknowledge the! intellectual statue. in all lines in which technical 
tities are the rule, one should give them the appropriate technical tities; in Lines 
where there are no technical titles one should, on the basie of their professional 
competence, afford thes pay and conditions corresponding to thowee tities. Nowadays, 
some unite do not inquire whether their prospective leading etaff members are 
competent of not of whether or not they are necessary, but alvaye indiscriminately 
arrange to have cadres with diplomas of technical tities. How ie thir different 
from the system in the past of perforce selecting only young people, or only women’ 
With reference to one's understanding of the notion of cadres being gore educated, 
thie is @ little @ore dialectical, a little less metaphysical. 








Fourth, it does not iseve from 4 basis of reality, and is indiecriminate. The cadre 
Organizational systems of the various areas, departments, and unite differ from each 
other in countless ways; there are similarities, and dissimilarities. in the selec- 
tion of cadres, then, one gust «tart from the basis of actual conditions in 4 unit; 
if more are needed, then select more; if few are needed, select few. in no case 
will none be selected. One gust employ the principle of selecting and hiring the 
able, aot use quantity alone ae 4 etandard, not deliberately recruit an excess, and 
mot engage in egalitarianism. If we do not act according to the actual situation, 
and arrange things in 4 stereotyped way, then large and email unite will all simply 
select their own people who are waiting to take their turn in cadre positions, and 
it would be difficult to avoid 4 situation of hiring people just to fill up an 
eliotted number. in particular, at present in some unite bad elements have etill 
mot been ferreted out thoroughly, right and wrong are «till not clearly distinguished, 
and the problems of good people being made into scapegoats and bad people putting on 
aire have not been fundamentally resolved. Under these circumstances, how can one 
correctiy select usable talent’ FEspecialiy, in the case of some leading cadres whose 
personal factionaliem is still waiting to be eliminated, their drive to recruit young 
people can only be selecting people for their own gang or faction. (Editor's note: 
One gust aiso make an objective analysis of those who made mistakes in the Creat 
Cultural Revolution. One @ust distinguish ordinary @istakes from serious mistakes, 
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and what aleo @ust be distinguished is those who recognize their mistakes from those 
who persist in their errors, Regarding those who followed Lin Biao and Jiang Qing 
in making 4 name for themselves by engaging in disorder, those who are seriously 
infected with clique and factional thinking, and elemente that beat, smash and 
loot, they definitely cannot be promoted; even one of them cannot be promoted, and 
those already in positions of leadership gust resolutely be removed. it is not 
possible to underestimate organizational or ideological remnants of the “gang of 
four,” and we gust heighten our vigilance.) Our reason for opposing being indie 
eriminate ie because the painful lessons of being indiscriminate have really been 
too many. Wo matter in what we do, we guest work out measures to suit local condi- 
tions, proceed in an orderly and gradual way, and we absolutely cannot again do 
things according to one order, one guest of wind, indiscriminately. 
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REFORM OF CADRE, RETIREMENT SYSTEM URGED

{Text} Five deputy committee heade of the Standing Committee of the People's 
and five deputy premiers of the State Council have resigned from their 

ing poste in state and government because of advanced age, and thie event gave 
tise to unanimous praise for them on the part of the masses. Everyone was deeply 
moved by the magnanimity and noble sentiments of these old comrades, and also 
encouraged by their unselfish service to the nation and their model behavior in 
promoting the talented and employing the virtuous. In the September 16 supplement 
of the RENMIN RIBAO there appeared an essay, entitled "Model for an Age,” 
specifically expressing thie sentiment of the masses. The article's conception is 


very good. 


Nevertheless, the author considers that “Reforming the cadre system, and doing away 
with the actually exieting system of life tenure for leading cadres, in order to 
prepare a clear path for those who will carry on the enterprise of the revolution 

in the future, is a very important task. Thies would have been impossible during the 
feudal period.” This passage is not quite accurate. In feudal society, naturally 
there was no question of “those to carry on the enterprise of the revolution;” only, 
officials in feudal society were certainly not without restrictions, and a system 
of life tenure was aleo not permitted. Only the emperor himself could stay on the 
throne a6 long as he wished and, barring death or national disaster, very few were 
willing of their own accord to step down from their “dragon throne.” 


Feudal society in our country lasted for over 2,000 years. Feudal imperial courte 
throughout the ages 411 placed great importance on consolidating the experience 

of history, and also paid auch attention to establishing 4 system of decrees and 
regulations. That is, for the selection, appointment, examination, promotion and 
transfer, impeachment, recall, etc. of officials, there were all kinds of regulations, 
and it was definitely not the case that anything at 411 could be done. For example, 
@ local magistrate had a definite term of office. After his term was completed, 

he would be transferred according to his administrative record; this was called 
“being transferred on the basis of capacity.” People born in « certain area could 
not be officials in their original place of origin, in orde~ to prevent their 
bending the law for the benefit of relatives or friends; this was known as “avoiding 
one's home of record.” If « father and son or two brothers were serving as 
officiale at the same time, they could not both work in the same administrative 
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district, in order to prevent their covering up for one another, thie was known 

ae “avoiding relatives.” Ase for a time limit for officiale occupying office, there 
wae aleo 4 general rule, wiichwas that “At 70, one retires,” which ie to say that 
70 years of age is the upper limit and that upon reaching 70 one ought to resign 
from office and retire. Of course, there have aleo been some high-ranking offictale 
who either because of political necessity, or imperial favor, or because they were 
too attached to their post, or through the inetigation of others, when they reached 
70 either were not allowed, or were not willing, to resign. Thies circumstance, 
however, was considered exceptional, and wae apt to provoke censure. The Tang 
Dynasty poet Bo Juyi wrote 4 poem satirizing a Prime Minister who wae unwilling 

to retire: “After reaching 70, retire.’ Quite a civilized custom, that. How ts 
it, then, there ie etill one eo greedy of honore; that he does not heed this 
expression’.... When one is advanced in years, one must admit that one is old 
enough; When one's fame is fulfilled, it ie proper to retire. When young, they 
sneered contemptuously [at those of lesser rank]; now, in later years, they often 
find themselves in the same old rut. How virtuous they were, the two Shu brothers 
of Han (Dynasty); but that one, by himself, who is he? Lonely, along the east gate 
road; there is no one to continue on in the duet [raised by the official's passing 
carriage|." The line “How virtuous they were, the two Shu brothers of Han!" refers 
to the uncle and nephew Shu Guang and Shu Shou of the Han Dynasty, who retired from 
office at the same time. fo Juyi's lamenting that “There is no one to continue on 
in their duet” was to say that although the two Shu brothers of Han had been model 
officials, it was only regrettable that those who came after them were not willing 
to adopt them ae their model. Actually, Bo Juyi had no need at all to reach back 
into the Han Dynasty for an example; wasn't the emperor Tai Zong of Tang planning 
to establish Li Jing, who was just then retiring, as a “model for the age." 
Actually, it seems that he didn't establish him thus. Regarding the object of the 
poem's satire, some people consider that it is about Du You, whose “accumulated 
affaires spanned 4 dynasties and whose perils exceeded 3 eras," and others consider 
that it is about someone elee. Though Du You occupied the position of Prime 
Minister at an advanced age, it was definitely not of his own volition, since he had 
many times officially expressed his wish and requested permission to resign from 
his post, but it had not yet been approved by the emperor. Whoever is intended, 

we can see from the poem that “after 70, retire” was the custom in feudal society. 
Although the Tang Dynasty did have a Li Jing who was a “model of the age,” it 

seems that other officials have definitely not actively followed his example. 

And from the point of view of public opinion at the time, an official who did not 
retire at 70 was subject to reproach. 


If an official has not reached 70, is it possible for him to “retire” anyway? Of 
course it is! In the works of Bo Juyi there is a court judgment which discusses 
this very matter. At the time, there was an official who was in poor health, 

and sickly, and he requested to resign from his position, but his superiors 
refused because he was not yet 70. Bo Juyi wrote the court verdict, in which he 
says: “Il suppose, from the record of the years, that tix evening of life has not 
yet been reached; examining his health, one can see that the big catkin willow has 
already shed its catkins; since one gust operate according to capacity, he gust 
withdraw from the responsibility that has been offered him; although his hair is 
not yet grizzled, it's not too soon to say that he is too old, is it? Though his 
heart is earnest, let the government decide what is proper for him to do. May 
those on high know when it is enough; if he has no strength, he cannot be capeble." 
The general sense is, although this person is not to be considered old in years, 
nevertheless his strength is not equal to continuing at his post. Since he tus 
requested permission to retire, one should not then force him into difficulties." 
As for Bo Juyi himself, not long after passing 60 he “retired” frow hie post of 
Minister of Punishments. 
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PAPERS OW ENLIGHTENMENT MOVEMENT THINKERS REVIEWED

(Text] Part 3 of the "Collected Research Papers on the History of Foreign Philosophy” 
edited by the graduate research department of the history of western philosophy of 

the Chinese Inetitute of Social Sciences gives a specialized introduction to the 

18th Century French enlightenment thinkers represented by Montesquieu, Voltaire 

and Rousseuu and the progressive thinking opposing feudal despotiem and religious 
superstition of materialists represented by Diderot and Ai-er-wei-xiul[phonetic}. 


The French enlightenment movement, which happened gore than 200 yeare ago in the 
wake of the restoration of literature and art, wae a historical vast and surging 
world movement in the liberation of thinking. In Prance at that time, owing to the 
corrupt government of the kings Louis KIV and Louis XV, the inherent contradictions 
of the feudal despotic system were particularly sharp, and the enlightenment 
thinkers, representing the advantage of the newly arisen bourgeois class, raised 
the banner of freedum and equality and using the weapon of materialiem and reason 
as their yardstick, carried out a serciless criticiem of the traditional religion, 
society and state system, making the preparation in public opinion for the great 
bourgeois French Revolution that followed. 


In his work, Montesquieu mercilessly exposed and criticized the feudal despotic 
system. Starting from the standpoint of the bourgeois class, he brought forth and 
promoted the notion of political freedom. He said, political freedom is definitely 
not 4 matter of doing whatever one wants, but is simply “a person being able to do 
what he ought to do, and not being forced to do things he shouldn't do." He 
pointed out: “If we want to enjoy this freedom, it will be necessary for us to 
establish a government under which no citizen need fear another.” What muet we do 
to bring this about? Montesquieu considered that we ought to strengthen the 

legal system, and put into effect a separation of the three powers, clearly die- 
tinguishing the legislative, executive, and judicial powers, and that thie is a 
necessary condition for securing the citizens’ political freedoms. He pointed out 
that in 411 countries in which all powers are combined in one, the messes of 

people live in « condition where there is no assurance at 411 for the safety of 
their lives and property, because since the individuals or organizations that 
arrogate all power to themselves can use the “general will" to devastate the entire 
country, they can aleo use their “individual wille” to destroy every citizen. In 
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thie kind of country even though the outer appearance is not that of an autocratic 
monarchy, nevertheless «|, people frequently feel the existence of a monarchial 
autocracy. Because of thie, it is necessary to use the method of division of powers 
to limit the power of the monarchy, protecting the people's political freedoms and 
the safety of their lives and property. Monteaquiew's theory of the threefold 
division of power wae the bourgeois class's political theory and program in the 
early period, and it expressed the hope of France's newly arisen bourgeois clase to 
participate in goverament, and their demand to share power with che feudal governing 
class, in order to protect the bourgeois class's requirement of private property. 
Therefore, Montesquieu did not demand that the monarchial syster abolished, but 
simply demanded the establishment of a constitutional monarchy. 


The most radical representative of the enlightenment thinkers was Rousseau. He 
proposed “God-given righte of man," and the anti-feudal notion that “the right to 
rule is God-given.” Rousseau considered that freedom and equality are God-given 
rights of man, and that "Wo man can betray his own freedom, causing himself to be 
disposed of at the whie of a despotic power.” In thie way, he speaks of a symbolic 
freedom and equality as “God-given rights” of aan, though in reality they were the 
demands of the bourgeois class; however, his ideas clearly possess anti-feudal 
value. Judged in the light of this natural, human “freedom” and “equality,” the 
system of feudal despotiem of necessity aust be an unreasonable system in fundamental 
opposition to human nature. Therefore, he fiercely attacked the feudal right of 
kings, clases systems and special privileges. He also analyzed the origins of human 
inequalities, considering that in man's early life in his natural condition, all 
people were equal, and free. Afterwards, private property was created, and with it 
equality disappeared. Along with the gradual development of private property, 
greed, special privileges, the decline of morality, violence, slavery and oppression 
developed in quick succession. Therefore, be considered chat the system of private 
property is the source of all human evil. However, Rousseau definitely did not, 
from this, arrive at the conclusion that one must eliminate the system of private 
property. He considered that humanity, after entering its “social condition” from 
ite “natural condition,” had to maintain ite rights of equality and freedom, and 
could not but rely upon a “social contract,” that is, a kind of agreement set up 
between society as a whole and the individuals in it, which is in reality a 
“contract of the people with themselves." In making this agreement, each individual 
offers up to the collective his individual rights, and, therefore, that which is 
lost by the individual is regained in the form of something of equal value from the 
others who entered into the contract. Actually, Rousseau is using this so-called 
legal or moral equality to substitute for the natural inequalities in strength and 
intelligence created by nature, which in effect is nothing more than using an 
artificial equality by law to cover the actual inequalities of capitalist society. 


However, Rousseau from thie arrived at the idea of the “seople's right of sover- 
eignty”; he considered that those who have the right of ruiership of a country can 
only be the collective body of all the individuals who enter into the contract, that 
is, the people: “The people considered as an entity are those who have the right 
of sovereignty.” He considered that the people's right of sovereignty cannot be 
limited; for those who possess the right of sovereignty to place something above 
themselves--the very idea is self-contradictory. From this, he produced a number 
of democratic proposals. For example, first, he considers that the legislative 
power is subordinate to the people and, goreover, can only be subject to the people; 
no person can place himself beyond the confines of the law; no matter who it is who 
takes it upon himself to issue orders, still it absolutely cannot be considered as 
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law. Secondly, he considered that only the people are the sovereign power. No 
individual, even if he himself is a leader among the people, or an official, has 
the right of rule; they are werely officials who, in the name of the possessors of 
the Fight of rule (the people), exercise the powers entrusted to them. The people 
“order” them to execute the law, and the officiale themselves must obey the law. 
Third, he considers that only a democratic republic ie the best form of government. 
Thies, then, enabled him to go beyond the constitutional monarchists Voltaire and 
Montesquieu, becoming one of the banners of the bourgeois revolution. Rovusseau's 
thinking had a very great effect on the bourgeois revolution. Engels pointed out: 
“Of those great figures in France who enlightened people's minds in preparation for 
the revolution that was to come, all were themselves extremely revolutionary. They 
did not accept any external power, no matter what that power was. Religion, views 
of nature, societies, state systems--all received the most pitiless criticiem; 

and all hed to pleed for their extetence before the court of reason, or give up their 
right to exist.” ("Collected Works of Marx and Engels," v 20 p 19). Thie thinking 
the French enlightenment thinkers made the preparation in public opinion for the 
great French bourgeois revolutivun in 1789. Today, we gust completely eliminate 
the influence of feudal thinking, and strengthen socialist democracy and its legal 
syetem, so that it is necessary for use critically to carry on with this thinking of 
bourgeois enlightenment. In this regard, thie volume of papers is significant.

EMIGRE TELLS OF WINDS OF CHANGE IN RURAL AREAS 
Hong Kong DONG XI FANG [EAST AND WEST] Noe 24 in Chinese 10 Dec 80 pp 18-20 


[Newsletter by Gen Niu (5327 3662): “In a Production Team Election, All Party 
Member Candidates Are Defeated") 


{[Text}] When I returned to mainland China thie time, I did not go to any of the 
@ajor cities, scenic spots, or sites of historical significance, as I had done dur- 
ing my previous trips. Instead, I toured the countryside. As I had been one of 
the “educated young people" sent to the countryside, I still had certain contacts. 
With their help, I spent a total of over 10 days at Chini in Hua County, Shilong 
in Dongwan County, Liangjin in Hueiyang County, and Jiujiang in Nanhai County. Dur- 
ing this rural swing, I saw many “odd things,” by which I mean “new things" pre- 
viously unknown to the rural communities, things that escaped the attention of 
foreign visitors and the local population, and interesting things that never seemed 
to deserve a passing mention. In this article | would like to dwell upon these 
things, as they are worth dwelling upon. 


Indifference Toward Hua Guofeng 


During my rural tour, I talked to many peasants, village cadres, workers, and 
elementary school teachers, both men and women, some old and some young, some edu- 
cated and some illiterate. For fear of being fed the wrong information, I avoided 
heady subjects. I would talk to these people about their daily lives and farming 
chores--things with which they were intimately concerned. Interestingly, when they 
talked about the changes in recent years, changes for the better such as the improve- 
@ent in the standard of living, the end of political struggles, more peace of mind, 
and more freedom to think and to act, none of them credited such improvements to 
the “leadership of Chairman Hua." Nevertheless, they were happy to refer to the 
“policy of Deng Xiaoping." They talked as if there were no Hua Guofeng in the posi- 
tion of party chairman. Such indifference was a stark contrast to the years when 
“our great leader Chairman Mao" was on everyone's lips. It was also a marked con- 
trast to the years 1977 and 1978 when “wise Chairman Hua” was a common phrase. 
Whether such indifference was intentionally cultivated by the powerholders within 
the Chinese Communist Party, or whether it was a choice by the people themselves, 

ise @ question worthy of further study. 


Furthermore, when people mentioned Deng Xiaoping ina delighted mood, they would 
mention him by name without his official title. This interesting discovery prompted 
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me to query a dogen or so people. Only two young people anewered correctly that 
Deng Xiaoping ie the vice chairman of the Chinese Communiat Party. Some eaid he 
was the chairman. Some said he wae the premier. Some did not even know his offi- 
cial title. This may indicate that the people were “uninterested in politics." 

It also indicates that there has been no effort to build a cult of personality 
around Deng Xiaoping. It is obvious, though, that the people do think of Deng Xiao- 
ping a lot. 


The Fate of Those Once Subjected to Dictatorship or Discriminated Against 


When I returned to the production team to which |, as an educated youth, had once 
been assigned, the first person to greet me was Xie Tang (6200 1016), a man in his 
60's who had been labeled an old counterrevolutionary and who had been put under 
surveillance (because he had been once a company-grade officer with a civilian back- 
ground in the Kuomintang army). He smiled broadly and put his hand on ay arm. His 
warm greeting took me by surprise, and I intuitively took a step back from him. I 
remembered that on a summer evening in 1975 he and I had been engaged in emalltalk 
in a back alley. The director of security and concurrently the commanding officer 
of the militia company, Xie Lichuan [6200 0448 29386), had spotted us and given a 
shout. Thereupon Xie Tang had turned tail and run. After that we never exchanged 
a word in private. This time, as soon as I had recovered from the initial shock of 
his warm greeting, he took me to his house. We sat down and talked. By coincidence, 
Xie Lichuan, the commanding officer of the militia company who had once broken up 
our private conversation with an angry shout, happened to pass by the door--the door 
of a house belonging to a counterrevolutionary. He saw me and broke out in a grin. 
He even came into the house and talked to me, expressing his welcome. The intense 
hostility that had been the hallmark of his breed was completely gone. 


Later on, when I discussed with other people the previous treatment of "landlords, 
rich peasants, counterrevolutionaries, and bad elements," I was surprised to learn’ 
from peasants, party members, and cadres alike that they all considered the treat- 
ment “overly harsh.” They were obviously speaking their hearts. Only during the 
Mao Zedong years had people been afraid to reveal the classless human nature--the 
heart. 


When | was exploring the feelings of the antagonistic landlord and rich peasant 
class, I discovered that resentment was common among the “middle class." For exam- 
ple, when | asked former landlords and rich peasants and their children about their 
feelings, they would give me a wry smile and say: “Let bygones be bygones." How- 
ever, young people with a middle peasant or a rich middle peasant background were 
full of resentment. They would say: “What crimes have we committed to be denied 
the opportunity to go to college?" or “Why are we fort. ‘den to join the Chinese 
Youth League, the party, or the army?" 


I had settled in the countryside for 4 or 5 years. At that time, | had not been 
aware of the problem of the middle peasants. It now occurred to me that Mao Zedong's 
“class theory" created both an oppressed class and a class that was discriminated 
against. Now the problem of the middle peasants, like that of the landlords and 
rich peasants, no longer exists. But who is to offer a word of comfort for the 

huge number of middle peasants who were discriminated against for 30 years?

The Generation Gap in the Practice of Superstition 


Wherever there was 4 temple in any village or town, | would sake 4 point of going 
there to take 4 look. | noticed that @oet of the emall temples, no matter how 
dilapidated they might be, were crowded with worshipers. On market devs, | alse 
noticed that incense, candles, and paper @oney, things veed as offerings at the 
temples, were on sale ai! over the place. Interestingly, | soticed that most of 
the templegoere were gar and women in their 30's of older, with some occasional 
Siddle-aged and young women fixed (fn i also visited several lady fortunetellere. 
They told me that the majority of their customers were young people, especially 
young gen, in their 20"6 and W's. 1.2 balance were people in their 50's of older. 
There were very few people ir their 30's and 40's who came to consult the fortune- 
tellers. This seeme to ind cate that the young and the old were more superstitious 
than the @iddle-aged. i would iike to call this intriguing phenomenon 4 “genera- 
tion @ap in the area of speretitious practice. I! understand that these fortune- 
tellers began with an “underground practice.” They now have their shingles up and 
practice their trade openiy. They have an income of between 200 and 400 Renminbi 
a month. One fortuneteller practicing at Chini, in Hua County, srovided the fol- 
lowing information 


“yg youre people came to consult her on when their luck would turn, what the best 
date would be for escape to Hong Kone, what the best time would be to set romanti- 
caliv involwed, what the best place would be for lowers to iive, and whether their 
loved ones would be the right mates for them Young village girls came to consult 
het on whether they should get married. Old people came to consuit her on what 
would be in estore for them in their remeining veare. 


The fact that @est voung people believe in superatition was evident mn tye occasion 
of Mountain Climbing Dav last year. Young gen from the few neighboring communes of 
Chini Commune 411 set owt mountain cligbing in the hope ‘hat euch exercise would 
brine them better luck. Zhu “Mountain in Chini was covered with a sea of humanity. 
A fire Sroke out and troops were called in to fight the fire 








The superstition of the older generation requires ne further elaboration, But why 
ate the young people superstitious? Why are the middle-aged not so’ Young people 
would anewer: “I doen't understand why | have always been out of luck!" True, 
young people etill have a “future” ahead of them. They are concerned about their 
future but then have no confidence in their future, They are concerned about their 
destiny but have no control over it. As most of them lack education and scientific 
training, it is natural for them to turn to the gode for guidance. Middle~aged 
people would anewer: “Things cannot be changed. Turn to gods’ The Buddhas can 
hardly protect themaeives. You see the Buddhas in the temples all disfigured.” 
These middle-aged people are dissatisfied with and disappointed in the present, but 
they are forced to accept the realities. They have nothing to look forward to. In 
fact, they are more unhappy than the young and the old. The younger generation are 
the victime of the Cultural Revolution. This is an accepted fact. But what about 
the middle-aged’ They are just a6 @uch victims of the Cultural Revolution. But 
who ie aware of their plight’ 


The Price of 600 Yuan for a Sen 


A young woman told me in jest: “She controls us with an iron fist.” This “she” 
means the women's supervisor who administers the birth control program. in recent 
years, the Chinese Communist Party has appointed a number of older women as women's 
supervisors. These are usually grandmothers who are through with childbirth and 
whose children are married. They can promote birth control without consequences 

to themselves. Only they are capable of controlling the young women with “an iron 
fist. 


At present, 4 rural couple is limited to one child only. Having a second child 
brings a fine of 600 yuan. A certain young pair already have three daughters but 
are uneatiefied. They made another try, and their fourth child was a boy. They 
happily went to the commune headquarters to pay the fine. When they came home, they 
told their fellow commune members and cadres: "600 yuan is 4 small price to pay for 
aeon'” All the listeners laughed heartily. 


This is proof that the idea of having a son to carry on the family line is still 
deepseated. 


Day Laborers From Across the County Line 


1 rode 4 seven-seat minibus, with “Gift from the Liangjin Engineering Company in 
Hong Kong” marked on its body, to Liangjin Commune in Hueiyang County. Then I went 
to see an old friend who is now the manager of che “icycle Trading Company. He was 
one of the educated young people sent to the countrys‘c.. Over the years, all his 
fellow educated youths had gone back to the city through the “back door.” Only he 
had stayed on in the countrye‘de. He would ride his bicycle to Shengchuan, Huei- 
thou, and Guangzhou to do busi sess. He told ge that if he had gone back to the city 
to work in 4 factor), his income would have been less than a third of what he was 
now making as 4 busineseman. And he was his own gan working his own hours. He was 
also given 4 piece of land to work on, thanks to the policy of requiring each house- 
hold to fulfill a fixed production quota. He also got some outside help to build a 
big house for himself. He even said, to my disbelief, that he was planning to bring 
his fiancee, who was living in Guangzhou City, to the countryside to live with hia. 
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Hie brick house had (00 equare feet of living epace. it was built by day laborers 
who had come from other counties, Each day laborer would receive 4 daily wage of 
4 yuan, These laborers came mostly from Longchuan, Kinning, Wulhua, and Chaoshan, 

| myself aleo noticed some of these laborers during evening hours. They would 
gather in groupe of three to five, They wore bright=-colored clothing made of fine 
material. They could pase for youngetere from Hong Kong. According to @y manager 
friend, as many ae 1,000 young people from across the county line are working in 
Liangjin Commune ae day laborers. I have no idea whether hie figure is reliabie or 
not, 


The rural earnings in Liangijin Commune are low, amounting to lees than | yuan for 
each man/day. tit is hard to underetand how the peasants can afford to pay 4 yuan 

a day to outeide help. Yet it is a fact. There are two reasons: 1) Many people 
have escaped to Hongkong from Liangjin, sending Hong Kong dollare back home. 

2) A qumber of peasants are aleo engaged in business, and so their earnings are 

not Limited to their farm income. The @oral ere is thie: Rural economy springs 
to life with decontrol. Such liveliness resu.te in a better life for local peasante 
ae well as the peasants (who can work as day laborers) of neighboring counties. 


Upon @y return to Hong Kong, | ran into several young escapees from Liangjin. |! 
asked them why they decided to escape to Hong Kong when things were looking up back 
home. They said that whatever improvement there ie in the Living standard back 
home, it is 4 limited improvement. It is still far lower than the living standard 
in Hong Kong. They aiso said that oven though there is some degree of liberaliss 
in China, who can tell how long things will etay that way’

LETTERS TO EDITOR CRITICIZE IMPROPER PRACTICES 
Rating ‘Set Meals’ 
Beijing RENMIN RIBAO in Chinese W Get 80 p 1 


[Text] The papere report that Beijing city's Firet Service Bureau, in order to 
resolutely eliminate the erroneous custom of eating set geale, made several 
regulations, requiring 411 leading cadres and working personnel who go to eat at 
the restaurantes affiliated with the Piret Service Bureau to pay only the set price, 
the same a6 the other customers. According to the etandard of the food and 
arrangements, one pays according to that standard--thie in order to correct the 
improper custom of eating according to a high standard and paying little for it, ete., 
etc.. After seeing thie, | really had to laugh! Secause, ranking cadres who go to 
restaurantes to “eat set eeale” themeelves constitute a syetem of privileges. To 
set up the eradication of special privileges on the very baeie of special privileges 
ie something that is hard to fathom. Everybody knows that if a national cadre 
wante to go to @ restaurant and eat with the ordinary customers, no problem will 
arise of hie paying gore or less than the others. The thing which in our country 
gives rise to the whole problee of eating set gweale and then paying for 4 lower 
standard than thet of the service received, is the fact that some leading cadres 
appear in restaurantes in the capacity of persons of privileged rank. They are not 
the same as the ordinary customers. As soon as they enter, they have an excellent 
table; 4 service person gives them special service; and serves them better pro- 
visions. Regardless of what standard they charge by, it fundamentally is a fore 

of special privilege. I also am considered a national cadre, and might even be 
considered to be a kind of “ranking cadre”; nevertheless, if I indiscreetly go to 
Pengre Park to “eat « set weal,” I will certainly have the door closed in my face. 
In eating in @ publicly run restaurant, there are unexpectedly two systems of 
treatment: one for ordinary customers, and one for leading cadres. Por the former, 
service and quality are poor: you have to stand in line, and wait; the food is 
second-rate and the price is high. Por the latter, service is enthusiastic and 
thorough and, moreover, the price is reasonable. 


We know that in Beijing going to eat in 4 restaurant is recily 4 etruggle. It takes 
an hour or two to eat « meal; after you go, you have to wait for 4 seat; a8 soon as 
you find an empty place and eit down, other “candidates” are already standing 
behind you, waiting. And this is no wonder. Soon after liberation, with the 
population of Beijing only 2 million, there were 12,000 large and omall restaurants. 
Now, the population of Beijing hes already increased to 3 times that of the period 
right after liberation, yet there are less than 1,000 restaurantes left, so how 
could it not be crowled! The masses have repeatedly called for a solution, but none 
has been forthcoming. It's possible that it is because the leading cadres who have 
the ability to solve this problem can simply go, and have special people to wait 

on them, and “eat a set meal” as they like; it has not occurred to them, and indeed 
it cannot occur to them, how difficult eating can be. 
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Honestly, sowadaye some leading cadres have long ago forgotten the period of 
arduousness and simple living at Yanan, and their waye of sharing the bitter and 
the better along with the masses, and thie ie really saddening. 


Therefore, even if the newspapers propagandivze every day that we must keep the 
standard for political life for party members, and every day propagandize againet 
epecial privileges, still, the effect will be very emall, and shouldn't that give ue 
food for thought! The ancients said that “teaching by precept” te not as good ae 
“teaching by example.” Old Confucius said: "If those who govern are correct, and 
the upper classes lead the people correctly, then who will dare net to be correct?" 
Confucius wae an old feudaliat, but I think thie remark of hie te very reasonable. 
If you dare to publiah this letter right in front of your newapaper, | very auch 
look forward to seeing it there.

Special Privilege

[Text] Firet of all, why te it that che national commerical system has its back 
door open, and does not put 4 stop to exchanging flattery and favors, and similar 
improper practices’? And some short-supply and reduced=price goods never see the 
customers but, after level upon level of “internal consumption,” fly away without 
winge’ Because « certain proportion of people take advantage of their own positions 
to bring about “advantages” for themselves and their relatives.

Secondly, it has already been 4 years since the emashing of the "gang of four,” yet 
thie kind of special privilege still seems to be as widespread as an epidemic. 

One of the reasone for thie is probably the fact that “The aasses cannot be ruled 
by law [alone]." Some cadres consider eating and drinking, treating people to 
meals, etc., and giving gifts, in order to arrange jobs for their children, etc., is 
not something that only they alone are doing, does not involve any contradiction of 
ourselves veraue the enemy, and it can only lead to the matter being checked into, 
and it will end there. Therefore, it doeen't matter. The second cause is that 
some people rely on having 4 behind-the-secenes supporter, or patron, or protective 
umbrella, and therefore they are brave in engaging in unauthorized practices, and 
will stop at nothing; while some of those who expose those guilty of this illegal, 
undisciplined behavior and report them to the authorities are exposed to vengeful 
attacks. 


Third, why at present has there arisen among some young people the concept of having 
“seen through” (some cadres), and why do a portion of the masses not have sufficient 
faith in the four sodernizatione? The first reason is that within the party and in 
society there exist serious corrupt practices, and people do not trust some leading 
cadres. Just think; if Wang Lei [3769 4320) at a eeeting of the Ministry of 
Commerce makes 4 speech directed at all staff members and workers, calling on 
everyone to struggle arduously and overcome themsleves in order to serve the common 
good, how many people will listen to his’? How auch force will his appeal have? 

The behavior of leaders is a silent order. If their behavior is not suited to 

their words, then among the masse of people they will have ao prestige at all.

BELJING BUDDHIST TEMPLE REOPENS AFTER 15 YEARS 
Buddhist Temple Reopens

{Text} Beijing, 22 Jan (XINHUA)--Fifteen Buddhist lamas, in their purple silk 
robes, today welcomed reporters from 20 countries at Beijing's Yong He Gong 
Buddhist temple (temple of harmony and peace), which has been closed to the public 
for 15 years. The visit was organized by the Municipal Office of Foreign Affairs. 


The lamas, whose ages range from 56 to 84, have lived at the temple for several 
decades. All are Mongolians. 


The temple is the most magnificent historical building in Beijing, after the 
palace museum. It was ordered closed by the late Premier Zhou Enlai to protect 
it from the excesses of the “cultural revolution" when many historical buildings 
and relics were damaged. 


Bo Yun, the youngest of the resident lamas and acting head, explained the history 
of the temple to the foreign journalists and showed them around. 


Bo Yun said the lamas derive their living largely from rents on properties in 
Beijing and from grants from Buddhist associations. 


He said Yong He Gong temple was built in 1694 as a residence for Emperor Yong Zheng 
of the Qing Dynasty before he ascended the throne. After his death, his son, 
Emperor Qian Long, turned it into a temple in memory of his father, a devout 
Buddhist, and as a symbol of unity with the Mongolians and Tibetans, most of them 
members of the same yellow sect. 


The temple consists of five big halls and a number of smaller shrines, courts and 
pavilions covering an area of 4,000 square meters. 


Among the temple's art treasures is a colossal statue of the Maitreya Buddha carved 
from the trunk of a single sandalwood tree. It is 26 meters high and the head 

of the figure almost touches the ceiling. The tree is said to have been presented 
to Emperor Qian Long in 1750 by the seventh Dalai lama of Tibet. 


Other remarkable works of art include the “Hill of Arhats," a sandalwood carving 
representing the figures of 500 Buddhist saints, and a tablet, in a small pavilion 
in front of the main hall, which bears inscriptions, thought to have been done by 
Qian Long, in the Mongolian, Tibetan, Manchu and Han languages. 
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The reporters were also shown the Fa Lun Dian (hall of the wheel of life) which 
houses a bronze statue of Teongkapa, the founder of the yellow lama sect. The 
hall ie considered to be one of the finest examples of Han-Tibetan religious 
architecture. 


Huge murale depicting the Buddha's life cover two walle of the hall. 


Bo Yun said that after he and the other lamas moved into the temple, before the 
founding of the People's Republic in 1949, the buildings were in a poor state. 
In 1952, the Chinese Government allocated a large sum of money to restore the 
buildings to their original magnificence. 


More major repairs were carried out in 1979 on buildings that were damaged in the 
1976 Tangshan earthquake that rocked the capital. 


Bo Yun said the lamas have full control over their religious affairs and have 
received many leading Buddhists from other countries. 


Beijing Lamasery to Reopen

[Text] Beijing, 16 Jan (XINHUA)--Yong He Gong (temple of harmony and peace), 
the largest Buddhist temple of the yellow sect in Beijing, will reopen at the 
beginning of next month after being shut for 15 years. 


Situated in northeast Beijing, the temple was built in 1694, originally as the 
residence of Emperor Yong Zheng of the Qing Dynasty before he ascended to che 
throne. In the third year of his reign (1725), the temple was named after him. 
After his death, his son, Emperor Qian Long, ordered it turned into a temple for 
Buddhist lamas in memory of his father, a fervent believer, and for the sake of 
unity with Mongolians and Tibetans, most of whom belonged to the yellow sect. 


Covering an area of 34,000 square meters, the lamasery mainly consists of five 
big halls: Tian Wang Dian (hall of the heavenly king), Yong He Gong, Yong You 
Dian, Fa Lun Dian (hall of the wheel of life), and Wan Fu Ge or Ta Fo Lou (tower 
of ten thousand Buddhas). All the halls contain statues of Buddha or arhats in 
various gestures. 


In the middle of the Wan Fu Ge, a three-storyed hall with pavilions on either 
side, rises a colossal statue of the Maitreya Buddha carved from the trunk of a 
single sandalwood tree. The statue is 26 meters high and 8 meters in diameter. 


The Fa Lun Dian, one of the largest halls in the temple, is where lamas used to 
hold ceremonies. Atop its golden-tiled roof stand five small pavilions. And atop 
these pavilions are five little pagodas. 


Besides these large halls, there are a number of shrines, where the lamas studied 


pharmacology, matsematics, the calendar and Buddhist scriptures, a bell tower 
and drum tower, and an archway. 
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More than 3,000 articles are on display at the temple, including Buddhist statues 
and scriptures, musical inetruments, modele of two beare hunted by Hmperor Vian 
ong in Jilin Province, northeast Chine, and tablete bearing Cian Long's inecrip- 
tiene in Mongolian, Tibetan, Manchu and the Han (majority) language. 


The temple had been seriously damaged before the founding of the People's Republi 
in 1949, and was renovated in 1952, At the beginning of the 1966-1976 “cultural 
revolution,” Premier Zhou Enlai sent efficiale to safeguard the temple. 


But in the 1976 earthquake, some of ite buildinge were damaged again. [xtensive 
renovations started again in 1979 and are expected to be finished next year. 


Before the “cultural revelution,” lectures were given in lamaiem there and Buddhists 
from japan, India, Bursa, Thailand, Nepal, Sri Lanka, Kampuchea, Vietnam and other 
countries visited the teaple.

LIAONING READJUSTS PRIMARY, MIDDLE SCHOOL EDUCATION

[Text] According to our sources, 4 responsible person of the provincial education 
bureau disclosed at the recent provincial conference of prefectural and sunicipal 
educational bureau directors that the province is going to readjust its educational 
work in the following eight aspects: 


1. Continue to readjust the distribution of senior siddle schools. The various 
localities should continue to develop senior middle schools in 4 controlled way 
and make appropriate readjustm@entse in line with their financial capabilities. In 
principle, every county should have two to five senior middie schools. 


2. The question of the ninth-grade of sid ¢ schools. About 30,000 students 
will graduate from junior middle schools next year, 100,000 of whom will be 
enrolled at senior middle schools. To appropriately place these graduates, the 
various plants, mines and enterprises should establish vocational middle schools 
or other vocational schools. The various departments and units should arrange 
jobs for the children of their staff and workers. The existing schools should 
offer remedial or job-training courses for the rest of the students. 


3. The question of making junior middle school education whivereal in rural 
areas. It ie requested that junior middle school education be developed in rural 
areas in line with their financial capabilities. “hey should achieve the goal of 
making junior middi« echool wiversal in rural « eas by the year 1990 or, if 
conditions permit, earlier. 


4. In 1979, there were over 6,100 echoole which were designated ae junior aiddle 
schools but in fact vere primary echools. After readjusteents, there are still 
over 4,400 euch echools in the province. These primary ~choole should be gredually 
redesignated. 


5. Readjusting the distribution of junior schools. We showld implement the 
principle of rumming schools locally. tach commume should rum 4 jumior siddle 
school and establish several branch schools in line with local conditions. 


6. Readjusting the school system. We should eraduslly transform the »*.. mt 
S-year system of primary and widdie echools into 4 6-year syetem.
